It has been found that the seed ves­ 
sels which (bis tree so powerfully re­ 
lain are so well protected that it re­ 
quires a strong knife with the assist­ 
ance of a heavy hammer to cut the 
one into sections. 
No ordinary con­ 
ditions of temperature can make a 
•one open. 
The following is the only explana­ 
tion yet offered that seems to have any 
degree of 
plausibility: The species 
may be perpetuated by fire. 
One who 
has studied the tree asserts that noth­ 
ing but the intense heat of a forest 
fire could compel the cones to release 
their seeds. 
It has been found that 
under the influence of intense heat 
they crack open and the seeds full 
out uninjured.

Ilyosclne Is The active principle of 
the alkaloid derived from the seeds 
and leaves of the plant Hyoscyanius 
niger, 
popularly 
called 
"henbane.” 
Hyosclne Is an extremely active nar­ 
cotic poison. 
In small doses It pro­ 
duces dryness of the mouth, a flushed 
face, great sleepiness, delirious mut­ 
terings. a madness like that caused by 
alcohol and affects the heart and lung 
actions. 
In slightly larger doses all 
these symptoms are aggravated, and 
convulsions and death follow. 
Hyosclne In the form of the hydro- 
bromide is sometimes prescribed In 
such affections as sleeplessness caused 
by too great mental activity. 
When 
given hypodermically It acts In tim 
minutes, and the symptoms persist for 
five or six hours. 
The dose hypo­ 
dermically Is from the one hundred 
and fiftieth to the eightieth of a grain. 
By tile mouth the dose is slightly lar­ 
ger.

Goal is widely distributed in A laska; 
the only fields which can yield coal L r 
export are those in the Taciflc slope 
province. 
The coni In these fields in­ 
cludes the lignitic or bitum inous coals 
of southeastern A laska. Cook Inlet, the 
Susitna basin and the Alaska penin­ 
sula. as well as the high grade finds 
o f the Bering river and the M antanus- 
ka fields, constituting about 4<» per 
cent of the so far known coal area 
of A laska. 
It includes also a t least 
LMI per cent of the known bituminous 
end higher grade coals of the terri­ 
tory. 
And ev'Mi yet over one-half of 
this province is geologically alm ost un­ 
known. and future surveys may dis­ 
cover other coal bearing areas.
